But in ane 
of the ironie mishaps of the 
war, United States fighter 
planes mistook the Ameri- 
cans for the Communists and 
strafed them as they moved 
up the slope. 

A gap opened In the Amerl- 
can lines and the enemy rushed 
into score a considerable ad- 
vance, The 19th Regiment 
brought: to bear on the Com- 
munists one of the most intense 
artiilery concentrations of the 
war, Shells kicked up dirt in 
the faces of the American front 
line troops.

ralds throughout the 
peninsula. 


The message from the United 
Nations Commission on WKorea'to 
the Secretary General, Mr 
Trynve Lic, dated today, sald: 
“Since the notification was re- 
celwed by the Seergtary General 
from the North Korean authori- 
ties of thelr intention to adhere 
to provisions of the Red Cross 
convention on treatment of pri- 
soners of war, nothing further 
hés been heard here of measures 
taken by them to give effect to 
this assurance. 

"Reports continue to circulate 
that uncivillsed and inhiman 
practices are extended by the 
North Koreans to wounded and 
others, The United Nations 
Commission on Korea has in- 
structed Its military observers to 
check upon these reports as far 
as possible and to establish their 
authenticity and facts which can 
be brought to the notice of the 
Intemational Red Cross and 
others concerned.”
